Introducing 4-days work week: a 
strategic option! 


ORANJESTAD - A series of 
changes in Aruba’s labor 
laws have been presented to 
Parliament this week by the 
Minister of Labor. One of 
those changes is considered 
strategic and could benefit 
Aruban families. The change 
has to do with the introduc¬ 
tion of a 4-days work week! 
The government wants to re¬ 
spond to the need that exists 
among working couples who 
contend that if one of them 
could work 4 days they 
would be able to provide bet¬ 
ter care for the family. This 
kind of employment flexibil¬ 
ity has become common 
around the world. 

The concept is being 
called the “compressed work 
week.” Rather than work 5 
days of 8 hours each, em¬ 
ployees are given the option 
to work 4 days of 9 hours 


each. The current situation on 
Aruba allows for only two 
possibilities, a 5 or 6 days 
work week. 

It is believed that intro¬ 
ducing a 4-day -9 hours a day 
week will greatly benefit 


families who want to im¬ 
prove their financial situa¬ 
tion, and still have time to 
dedicate to their family and 
live without worries.

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Salary limit to be coupled 
to Labor Ordinance on 
Minimum Wage 


ORANJESTAD - Changes 
in the Labor Ordinance have 
been designed and are in¬ 
tended specifically for the 
protection of the employee. 
The current local situation 
stipulates that only 60% of 
our labor force falls under the 
law. The new concept to be 
introduced in 2013 will ex¬ 
pand to protect 80% of all 
workers under the new law. 
This will significantly benefit 
more families on the island. 

The current salary limit is 
Afls. 32,214.00 per year, 
which is Afls. 2,685 per 
month. This salary range 
does not give the employee 
any protection with respect to 
the maximum amount of 
hours he can work per day or 
per month, nor for his rest pe¬ 
riods. 

The proposal submitted to 
Parliament of the Labor Ordi¬ 
nance will use a different sys¬ 
tem to calculate salary limits. 
Persons with a salary of up to 
Afls. 3,209.20 per month will 
be protected by the new 
Labor Ordinance. 

In the early 90’s the salary 
limit under the labor ordi¬ 
nance was equal to the sick¬ 
ness insurance of the SVB. 
Twenty years have passed 


and the salary limit of the 
SVB has continued to in¬ 
crease while that of the Labor 
Ordinance remained status 
quo. 

The government is now 
intent on bringing about a ba¬ 
lance by changing the law to 
adjust the situation and make 
it more adequate. 

The reason for coupling 
the salary limit to the mini¬ 
mum wage is to benefit from 
the mechanism of adaptation 
inherent in the minimum 
wage ruling. Thus, if during a 
year the minimum wage were 
to increase, automatically the 
salary limit will also increase. 
This, according to the Minis¬ 
ter of Labor, will bring about 
new developments for Aruba. 

This change in the law 
will be extremely positive for 
the employer. As it now 
stands, the employer has no 
guarantee that his salary will 
increase in the event of infla¬ 
tion. Once coupled with the 
minimum wage, if there was 
inflation, automatically the 
salary limit will change. This 
makes the salary situation 
more dynamic and can be ad¬ 
justed to match developments 
in the community.

Panetta orders ethics 
review for US top brass 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Defense 
Secretary Leon Panetta yester¬ 
day ordered US military com¬ 
manders to carry out a review 
of ethics training among senior 
officers amid a widening sex 
scandal that cost CIA chief 
David Petraeus his job. 

Recent cases of misconduct 
involving the top brass had 
"the potential to erode public 
confidence in our leadership 
and in our system for the en¬ 
forcement of our high ethical 
standards", Panetta, on a tour 
of Asia, wrote in a memo to the 
military’s top-ranking officer, 
General Martin Dempsey. 

"Worse, they can be detri¬ 
mental to the execution of our 
mission to defend the Ameri¬ 
can people," he wrote. 

The announcement comes 
in the wake of a scandal that 
prompted the resignation of the 
former four-star general and 
CIA director Petraeus, as well 
as a litany of allegations and 
disciplinary action against 
other senior military leaders. 

Panetta directed Dempsey 
and the chiefs of the armed 
services to examine "existing 


ethics training programs to de¬ 
termine if they are adequate" 
and to report back with their 
findings within a few weeks. 

The Pentagon chief then 
planned to issue an initial re¬ 
port to President Barack 
Obama on the issue by Decem¬ 
ber 1, according to the memo 
released to reporters. 

Recent investigations and 
embarrassing revelations have 
painted a picture of a military 
leadership living a privileged 
existence, unlike the troops 
they lead, with critics saying 
the senior officer corps has be¬ 
come increasingly unaccount¬ 
able. 

Panetta’s trip this week to 
Australia, Thailand and Cam¬ 
bodia has been often overshad¬ 
owed by the unfolding 
Petraeus sex scandal, with the 
secretary asked about the case 
at news conferences at each 
stop. 

US defence officials said 
the initiative aimed at promot¬ 
ing a stronger culture of ethics 
had been in the works even be¬ 
fore the Petraeus affair 
erupted.

THE HAGUE - A Dutch uni¬ 
versity hospital backed by Eu- 
ropol is to lead an international 
enquiry into illegal organ traf¬ 
ficking to determine organised 
crime’s involvement. 

"Erasmus hospital wants to 
gather information about this 
serious and relatively new 
form of criminality in order to 
fight it better," Rotterdam’s 
Erasmus university hospital 
said in a statement on Thurs¬ 
day. 

Institutions in Romania, 
Sweden, Bulgaria and Spain 
will also take part in the three- 
year study, which is financed 
by the European Commission. 

"Because of the great de¬ 
mand for organs, there are 
more and more indicators of 
’organ tourism’, whereby a pa¬ 
tient travels abroad with the 
aim of receiving a transplanted 
organ which may have been 
bought," Erasmus said. 

"Donors are often victims 
of human trafficking." 

"We know little about how 
often this happens and how 
criminal organisations, doctors 
or others are involved," it 
added. 

The study will focus on 
how exactly organs are ille¬ 



gally removed, usually kidneys 
or livers. 

The United Nations Office 
on Drugs and Crime as well as 
organ allocation body Euro¬ 
transplant and the European 
Society for Organ Transplanta¬ 
tion are also taking part in the 
study. 

An international probe has 
already been opened into alle¬ 
gations of organ trafficking by 
Kosovo Albanian rebels in the 
1990s, including the removal 
of organs from live prisoners. 

Council of Europe rappor¬ 
teur Dick Marty alleged in a 
2010 report that senior Kosovo 
Liberation Army commanders 

— including current Kosovo 
prime minister Hashim Thaci - 

- were involved in organised 
crime.

Violence ravaging Sao Paolo 
overflows to the south 


Two BP supervisors charged with 
manslaughter

BRASILIA (AFP) - Assailants 
in Brazil set fire to buses and 
shot up government buildings, 
as a wave of violence blamed 
on jail-based gangs exacting 
revenge against police appar¬ 
ently spread from Sao Paolo, 
police said yesterday. 

The new battleground is 
Santa Catarina state bordering 
Sao Paolo. The violence 
overnight left two people 
wounded, while 17 buses were 
set ablaze and gutted. 

Authorities are probing pos¬ 
sible links between the vilence 
ravaging the cities of Sao Paolo 
and Florianopolis, capital of 
Santa Catarina, said Alessandro 
Marques, a spokesman for the 
military police. 

The violence is blamed on 
gangs operating out of prison 
and seeking revenge against 


police for anti-drug operations 
or the toughening of living 
conditions inside prisons.No 
one was hurt in the attacks on 
the buses because the as¬ 
sailants got all the passengers 
off before setting them on fire. 

Five police stations and a 
government building have 
been shot up in the past four 
days in Florianopolis. Two po¬ 
lice patrol cars and eight pri¬ 
vate cars were also shot at. 

Bus service was suspended 
overnight Wednesday, and a 
total of 30 people were de¬ 
tained over their suspected role 
in the violence. 

Sao Paulo, meanwhile, con¬ 
tinues to endure horrific nights 
of violence. Overnight Wed¬ 
nesday to Thursday 11 people 
were killed, media reports said, 
quoting police. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Two 
BP supervisors were charged 
with involuntary manslaughter 
for the well blowout that killed 
11 workers and unleashed a 
huge oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico, US prosecutors said 
yesterday. 

A third BP employee was 
also charged with obstruction 
of justice for lying about how 
much oil was gushing out of 
the runaway well after the 
Deepwater Horizon rig sank in 
April 2010. 

Attorney General Eric 
Holder cautioned that more 
people may yet face prosecu¬ 
tion after announcing a deal to 
settle criminal charges against 
the British energy giant for $4 
billion. 

"It’s an ongoing investiga¬ 
tion," Holder told reporters. 

"We’ll continue to follow all 
credible leads and pursue any 
charges that are warranted." 

Holder also noted that the 
justice department had "failed 
to resolve" its civil case to de¬ 
termine how much BP should 
pay in fines under the Clean 
Water Act and other environ¬ 
mental rules. 

Tymoshenko 
hunger strike 

KHARKIV, The Ukraine 
(AFP) - Jailed Ukrainian oppo¬ 
sition leader Yulia Tymoshenko 
has agreed to end her hunger 
strike, her doctor said yester¬ 
day, over two weeks after she 
stopped eating in protest at al¬ 
leged fraud in polls won by the 
country's ruling party. 

The ex-premier and 2004 
Orange revolution leader has 
been refusing food since Octo¬ 
ber 29 as she serves out a 
seven-year sentence for abuse 
of power while in office which 
she says is part of a political 
vendetta by her arch-foe Pres¬ 
ident Victor Yanukovych. 

"From tomorrow (Friday), 
she will stop her hunger 


Those fines could amount 
to as much as $18 billion if 
gross negligence is found.

US hopes for 'constructive' 
ties with new China leader 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States voiced hope yes¬ 
terday that China would play a 
greater role solving global 
problems as it said it expected 
a "constructive" relationship 
with Beijing’s new leaders. 

Hours after China unveiled 
a new leadership team headed 
by Xi Jinping, US national se¬ 
curity adviser Tom Donilon 
said that President Barack 
Obama would keep the rela¬ 
tionship with China as a prio¬ 
rity as he enters his second 
term. 

"I think we have put in 
place the mechanisms to have 
a productive and constructive 
relationship and look forward 
to working with the new lea¬ 
dership team in Beijing," 
Donilon said. 

Speaking at the Center for 
Strategic and International 
Studies, Donilon renewed US 
calls for China to play a role 
commensurate with its gro¬ 
wing size and said Beijing’s 
leadership was critical on is¬ 
sues such as North Korea, Iran, 
climate change and the global 
economy. 

"The US-China relationship 


of course has elements of both 
cooperation and competition. 
Our consistent policy has been 
to seek to balance these ele¬ 
ments in a way that increases 
the quality and quantity of our 
cooperation with China as well 
as our (ability) to compete," he 
said. 

"We seek to manage dis¬ 
agreements and competition in 
a healthy, not disruptive man¬ 
ner. And doing so means en¬ 
couraging Beijing to define its 
national interests more in 
terms of common global con¬ 
cerns and to take responsibility 
for helping the international 
community address global 
problems," he said. 

Donilon, considered a dark- 
horse candidate to replace Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton, 
has been a key architect of 
Obama's policy on China. 

The Obama administration 
in the past two years has put a 
priority on reaching out to Xi, 
who is China's vice president 
and will succeed President Hu 
Jintao when the rubber-stamp 
legislature confirms the ap¬ 
pointment in March. 


Israel presses Gaza assault 
as rocket panics Tel Aviv

GAZA CITY, Palestinian Ter¬

As Palestinian deaths from 
relentless air strikes on Gaza 
mounted, Defence Minister 
Ehud Barak gave the go-ahead 
for 30,000 reservists to be 
called up and the military said 
it was "in the process of ex¬ 
panding the campaign." 

Egypt, meanwhile, an¬ 


nounced that Prime Minister 
Hisham Qandil would visit 
Gaza today to express his 
country's solidarity with the 
Hamas-ruled strip, as Wash¬ 
ington urged Cairo to use its 
influence to try to halt the vio¬ 
lence. 

But Gaza's ruling Hamas 
movement remained defiant, 
ruling out any talk of a truce 
even as Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu warned he 
was ready to "significantly ex¬ 
pand" the campaign against the 
territory. 
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Walmart probing corruption in several 
countries 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Walmart said yesterday that it 
was probing corruption alle¬ 
gations against it in Brazil, 
China and India in addition to 
the ongoing US and Mexican 
government investigations 
over its Mexico activities. 

In a statement to the Secu¬ 
rities and Exchange Commis¬ 
sion and in a public release, 
Wal-Mart Stores Inc. said the 
investigations related to possi¬ 
ble violations of the US Fo¬ 
reign Corrupt Practices Act. 

Since the launch of an inter¬ 
nal review of FCPA compli¬ 
ance in 2011, the the giant 
global retailer said, it has 
"identified or been made aware 
of additional allegations re¬ 
garding potential violations of 
the FCPA." 

"We have inquiries or in¬ 
vestigations regarding allega¬ 
tions of potential FCPA 
violations in a number of fo¬ 
reign markets where we ope¬

rate regarding FCPA allega¬ 
tions, including but not limited 
to Brazil, China and India." 

"This is in addition to the 
ongoing investigation in Me¬ 
xico." 

The New York Times re¬ 
ported in April that the retail 
giant's largest non-US sub¬ 
sidiary, Walmart de Mexico, 
shelled out $24 million in 
bribes to Mexican officials to 
win market dominance in the 
early 2000s. 

In its SEC statement yester¬ 
day, Walmart said the costs of 
dealing with the investigations, 
its own and external, ran to 


$99 million in the nine 
months to October 31. 

Speaking to shareholders 
in June, Walmart chairman 
Robson Walton vowed the re¬ 
tailer would not tolerate cor¬ 
rupt acts, promising "a 
thorough and comprehensive 
inquiry" into the Mexico ac¬ 
cusations. 

Since then allegations of 
wrongdoing elsewhere have 
cropped up. 

Last month Walmart denied 
accusations it broke rules ban¬ 
ning foreign investment in In¬ 
dian supermarkets as it tries to 
build a presence in the world's 
second most-populous country. 

Any investments were "in 
complete compliance with 
India's foreign direct invest¬ 
ment laws" and all "processes 
have been duly followed and 
details filed with relevant In¬ 
dian government authorities," 
a Walmart spokeswoman told 
AFP.

Synthetic drug-use 
in Europe at all- 
time high: agency 


Aruba Waterpark 
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Vitamin D in pregnancy may prevent multiple sclerosis 


PARIS (AFP) - Europe is 
being bombarded with an 
array of new, synthetic drugs 
of which the ingredients and 
effects on users are unknown, 
the continent's drug agency 
warned in a report on Thurs¬ 
day. 

While cocaine and 
cannabis remain the most 
popular illicit drugs, new 
synthetic substances are 
being detected at a rate of 
about one a week — a fast-ris¬ 
ing trend, according to the 
European Monitoring Centre 
for Drugs and Drug Addic¬ 
tion (EMCDDA). 

A total of 49 new syn¬ 
thetic drugs were detected by 
law enforcers in 2011, and 
more than another 50 so far 
this year. 

For the period 2005-2011, 
the total had been 164. 

"More than ever before, 
young people are exposed to 
a plethora of powders and 
pills," the agency said in a 
statement. 

"Data from emergency 
rooms, toxicology reports 
and drug treatment centres 
indicate that the associated 
risks are not always well 
known by the users." 

The new psychoactive 
substances are sold on the il¬ 
legal drug market but also 
sometimes on the Internet. 

A study in January found 
nearly 700 online stores sell¬ 
ing so-called "legal highs", 
which the report warned 
often contained "obscure" 
chemicals or mixtures of 
chemicals, and have caused 
several acute medical emer¬ 
gencies and deaths. 

"The number of products 
containing multiple psy¬ 
choactive substances appears 
to be rising, and some test 
purchase samples have been 


found to include both con¬ 
trolled and non-controlled 
substances," it said. 

"Consumers of these prod¬ 
ucts are likely to be both un¬ 
aware of what they are 
consuming and ignorant of 
the health and legal implica¬ 
tions." 

These synthetic drugs in¬ 
clude cathinones, which can 
mimic the effects of cocaine, 
and cannabinoids which have 
similar effects to marijuana. 

Heroin remains responsi¬ 
ble for the majority of drug- 
related deaths in Europe — 
about 7,000 in 2010. 

Other than cocaine, ec¬ 
stasy and amphetamines 
were the main illicit stimu¬ 
lants. 

Some 15.5 million Euro¬ 
peans between the ages of 15 
and 64 have tried cocaine in 
their lifetime — some four 
million used it in the last 
year. 


PARIS (AFP) - Researchers 
said Thursday they have 
found evidence that Vitamin 
D supplements for pregnant 
women in the world's colder, 
darker countries may stave 
off multiple sclerosis (MS) in 
their offspring. 

The finding adds to a 
growing body of work show¬ 
ing a link between low Vita¬ 
min D levels and the 
debilitating disease, which 
sees the immune system at¬ 
tacking the body's own nerve 
fibres. 

Data on more than 
150,000 MS patients born in 
places north of 52 degrees, 
revealed a heightened risk for 
those bom in April — a month 
preceded by a long period 


without sunlight, said a paper 
in the Journal of Neurology, 
Neurosurgery and Psychiatry. 

Of the total, 13,300 were 
born in April compared to 
11,600 in November — a 
lower-risk month after sum¬ 
mer in the northern hemi¬ 
sphere, British researchers 
wrote. 

The data was taken from 
individuals born between 
1930 and 1980, from studies 
done in Britain, the United 
States, Italy, Israel, Finland, 
Scotland, Sweden and 
Canada — parts of which see 
little sunlight between the 
months of October and 
March. 

About 100,000 people in 
Britain and about 400,000 in 


the United States are believed 
to suffer from MS, a disease 
that affects vision, move¬ 
ment, balance, sensation, 
bladder control and eventu¬ 
ally also memory and think¬ 
ing. There is no cure. 

Study co-author Sreeram 
Ramagopalan from the 
Queen Mary University of 
London told AFP the findings 
amounted to an added MS 
risk of five percent for people 
born in April — about five 
extra births per million. 

"Pregnant mothers need to 
ensure they are Vitamin D re¬ 
plete at all times," Ram¬ 
agopalan said in an email 
exchange. 

"Because Vitamin D defi¬ 
ciency is a massive problem 


at the moment due to living at 
high latitudes and lifestyle 
changes (wearing sunscreen 
etc), mothers may need to 
take several thousand interna¬ 
tional units of Vitamin D3 to 
become Vitamin D replete." 

Humans need Vitamin D, 
which our bodies produce 
from exposure to sunlight or 
extract from food, for healthy 
bones 

Suspected links between a 
lack of vitamin D and an in¬ 
creased risk of death, includ¬ 
ing from heart disease and 
certain types of cancer, have 
been the subject of medical 
research for several years. 

Researchers have also fo¬ 
cused on its possible role in 
MS.

Jawbone "Up” fitness 
wristbands get in shape 



SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Wireless earpiece maker 
Jawbone this week released 
redesigned UP wristbands 
that combine fashion with 
smartphone lifestyles to help 
people along paths to im¬ 
proved fitness. 

New UP wristbands de¬ 
buted in the United States 
with a $129 price tag nearly 
a year after original models 
were pulled from the market 
due to problems caused by 
moisture fouling up electron¬ 
ics in the ’’wearable comput¬ 
ers.” 

UP presents data in bar 
graphs and timelines that 
show patterns and reveal how 
close people are to achieving 
fitness goals. The bands can 
signal people when they have 
been idle for more than 45 
minutes. 

”We launched to great fan¬ 
fare, UP was our fastest sell¬ 
ing product ever, and then we 
started hearing about the is¬ 
sues,” Jawbone vice presi¬ 
dent Travis Bogard said 


while giving AFP a preview 
of the redesigned model. 

”We learned a lot out of 
it,” he continued. ’’The con¬ 
cept of wearable computing 
really is a totally new space 
and ultimately a lot of prob¬ 
lems needed to be solved.” 

Challenges included mak¬ 
ing UP wristbands rugged 
and durable enough to sur¬ 
vive everyday life rigors such 
as showers, dish water, chil¬ 
dren, and fitful sleep. 

Meanwhile, the innards 
needed to be sensitive 
enough to tell how well peo¬ 
ple sleep or how active they 
are. 

The bane of the first UP 
boiled down to miniscule 
amounts of water, sometimes 
abetted by oxidation by soap 
or detergent, corrupting ca¬ 
pacitors used in charging sys¬ 
tems, Bogard said. 

’’You just go through your 
day and the wristband is 
along for the ride,” Bogard 
said of UP, which is to be 
worn during all waking and 
sleeping hours and can go for 
10 days on a full charge. 

UP remains true to the 
original premise that most 
people want to improve their 
fitness and could benefit 
from encouragement along 
with detailed feedback about 
their own habits. 

UP applications for 
iPhones and iPod touch de¬ 
vices were redesigned to let 
people more easily get pic¬ 
tures of activity, sleep, eating, 
and even their moods on any 
given day or over time. 


Brazil eyes cloning to bolster 
endangered species 



BRASILIA (AFP) - Scien¬ 
tists in Brazil will try cloning 
endangered animal species 
like the jaguar, a researcher 
said Wednesday. 

’’The idea is to start with 
an animal that is endangered, 
or where species numbers 
have gone down sharply, 
such as the jaguar, the maned 
wolf or even the local deer,” 
said Carlos Frederico Mar¬ 
tins, a researcher with Em- 
brapa Cerrado. 

State-run Embrapa, the 
government's animal re¬ 


search unit, is launching the 
effort jointly with the Brasilia 
Zoo, the institutions told 
AFP. They are set to sign a 
joint agreement. 

The research will also in¬ 
clude experiments on artifi¬ 
cial insemination and embryo 
transplants for species at risk. 

A cloned animal would 
not be released back to na¬ 
ture, and would contribute lit¬ 
tle to saving its species in the 
short run. 

But over time, animals 
that underwent artificial in¬ 
semination or embryo trans¬ 
plants could be released. 

Martins said it could be a 
few years before a wild ani¬ 
mal is cloned in Brazil. A 
cow has already been cloned 
in the country and was born 
in March 2001. 
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Lab looking at pigs link to Ebola virus 


PARIS (AFP) - Could pigs be 
an unexpected source for 
transmitting the deadly Ebola 
virus? 

That is the question raised 
by a Canadian lab study, 
which says six piglets delib¬ 
erately infected with Ebola 
passed the virus on to 
macaque monkeys housed in 


wire cages inside their pig 
pen. 

All four monkeys caught 
the virus through indirect 
contact, according to the in¬ 
vestigation. 

Further work is needed 
but the findings are worrying 
as macaques are close genetic 
relatives to humans, said the 


researchers. 

Fruit bats are a known 
’’reservoir,” or bolthole, for 
the Ebola virus, and people 
have also contracted the dis¬ 
ease after handling infected 
chimps, gorillas, gorillas, 
monkeys, forest antelope and 
porcupines.

Bernanke: Joblessness, 

housing still worry Fed 


Euro zone slips into second 
recession since 2009 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Fe¬ 
deral Reserve Chairman Ben 
Bernanke said yesterday that 
the Fed remains "quite con¬ 
cerned" about unemployment 
and that the US housing mar¬ 
ket remains a "critical chal¬ 
lenge" for the country. 

With the unemployment 
rate still at 7.9 percent in Oc¬ 
tober, and seven percent of 
mortgage borrowers in default 
on loan payments, turning the 
housing market around is im¬ 
portant for strengthening the 
economic recovery, he said. 


PARIS (AFP) - After accusing 
the French of being in "denial" 
during the presidential election 
campaign in late March, the 
British weekly The Economist 
now says that France is "the 
time-bomb at the heart of Eu¬ 
rope." 

"The crisis could hit as 
early as next year," the maga¬ 
zine warned in a cover story to 
appear today with the sub-title: 
"Why France could become 
the biggest danger to Europe’s 
single currency."

Hollande and Prime Minister 
Jean-Marc Ayrault to task for

In a speech in Atlanta on

BP to pay 
record $4.5 
bn fine over 
US oil spill 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - BP 
agreed yesterday to pay a 
record $4.5 billion in US 
fines for the 2010 Gulf of 
Mexico oil spill and will 
plead guilty to obstruction 
and criminal negligence in 
the deaths of 11 workers. 

The company's reputation 
was ravaged after an April 20, 
2010 explosion on the BP- 
leased Deepwater Horizon rig 
killed 11 workers and un¬ 
leashed the biggest marine oil 
spill in the industry's history. 

It took 87 days to cap BP's 
runaway Macondo well 5,000 
feet (1,500 meters) below the 
water surface as it spewed 
some 4.9 million barrels (206 
million gallons) of oil into the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Yesterday's settlement 
does not close the book on the 
British energy giant's lengthy 
and complex legal battle over 
the devastating spill and must 
still be approved by a federal 
judge. 

BP is also still on the hook 
for economic damages, inclu¬ 
ding the cost of environmen¬ 
tal rehabilitation, and could 
pay as much as $18 billion in 
civil penalties. 

The massive criminal fine 
— which will be paid over six 
years — will be relatively easy 
for BP to absorb. It has a mar¬ 
ket value of $127 billion and 
last month hiked its share¬ 
holder dividend after posting 
a bumper third quarter profit 
of $5.43 billion.

BRUSSELS — The eurozone 
has slipped into recession for a 
second time in four years, as 
the sharp fall in activity in 
debt-ridden southern Europe 
economies weighed on output 
across the region. 

Eurostat's first reading of 
gross domestic product for the 
three months ended in Septem¬ 
ber showed a contraction of 
0.1% in the eurozone, after a 
decline of 0.2% in the second 
quarter — confirming the 17- 
nation currency area is back in 
recession for the first time 
since 2009. 


The Unites States could see it 
sovereign triple-A rating 
downgraded next year if it fails 
to address its upcoming fiscal 
problems and reduce the $1 
trillion deficit, Fitch, Moody’s 
and the S&P, the three US 
major rating agencies warn. 

As the US is going to reach 
the federal debt limit of $ 16.39 
trillion by the end of 2012, ex¬ 
perts are concerned the autho- 
ities haven’t provided a sus¬ 
tainable strategy to reduce bor¬ 
rowing. 

"The rating is in the hands 
of policymakers," said John 
Chambers, Chairman of Stan¬ 
dard & Poor's, the agency that 
was first to downgrade the US 
in August 2011. 

The agencies said they will 
closely watch debt ceiling talks 
next year, as the raising of the 
debt limit is likely to result in 
a downgrade. 


Those two quarters of con¬ 
traction put the euro zone’s €9.4 
trillion economy officially in re¬ 
cession, although Italy and 
Spain have been contracting for 
a year already and Greece is suf¬ 
fering an outright depression. 

Germany and France, the 
euro zone’s biggest economies, 
could not save the bloc from a 
double-dip recession even 
though both countries man¬ 
aged 0.2% growth in the quar¬ 
ter. Large, countries like Italy, 
Spain and the Netherlands all 
contracted and Belgium, a big 
exporter, stagnated. 


The so-called ‘fiscal cliff’ 
looming in early 2013 is an¬ 
other major threat for the US 
financial stability and therefore 
its rating. The ‘fiscal cliff’ of 
conjoined tax raises and spend¬ 
ing cuts, which come into 
force in January, is expected to 
result in a 5% GDP tightening 
and a probable slow down of 
the economy. 

"If no budget deal is 
reached in the early part of 
next year and the debt trajec¬ 
tory just continues to rise ... 
then we'd be looking at a 
downgrade of a notch to Aal," 
Bart Oosterveld, Managing Di¬ 
rector at Moody's agency said. 

Should that happen, it 
would drive the country’s cost 
of borrowing higher and nega¬ 
tively affect investment attrac¬ 
tiveness of the United States, 
experts say.

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Celebrity TV chef Guy Fieri 
was chopping mad Thursday 
after being sliced and diced in 
a scathing New York Times 
review of his soggy fries and 
"nuclear waste" drinks. 

The review was served up 
Tuesday but the fallout con¬ 
tinued to brew Thursday with 
the dissed chef firing back in 
an interview on ABC televi¬ 
sion that the Times had "an¬ 
other agenda." 

According to the Times, Guy's 
American Kitchen & Bar, 
opened by Fieri two months 
ago on Times Square, is not fit 
for any guy. 

Foading its review with a 
menu of sarcasm-slathered 
questions, the Times began 
with: "Guy Fieri, have you 
eaten at your new restaurant 
in Times Square?" 

From there, things only got 
more sour. 

"What exactly about a small 
salad with four or five minia¬ 
ture croutons makes Guy's Fa¬ 
mous Big Bite Caesar (a) big 
(b) famous or (c) Guy's, in 
any meaningful sense?" the 
Times wondered. 

"Hey, did you try that blue 
drink, the one that glows like 
nuclear waste? The water¬ 
melon margarita? Any idea 
why it tastes like some com¬ 
bination of radiator fluid and 
formaldehyde?" 

The reviewer, Pete Wells, 
spared Fieri on no aspect of 
his venture — neither the 
"limp and oil-sogged" French 
fries, nor the "crazy vortex" of 
the over-the-top adjectives 
used to list items on the 
restaurant's menu. 

Fieri, who is well known on 
TV's Food Network as an en¬ 
thusiast of fatty American 
comfort food and has five 
restaurants in California, did 
not take the criticism sitting 
down. 

"I just thought it was ridicu¬ 
lous," he told the Today show. 
Fans have taken to his defense 
on Facebook, accusing Wells 
of jealousy, but the Times 
man has his own online back¬ 
ers, one of them even propos¬ 
ing marriage.

budget cuts and tax increases 
from January 1. 

"There's so much pain 
coming from the economic 
downturn and recession and 
this fiscal cliff," Bono said, 
adding that it threatens "real 
jeopardy." 

Bono said several hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people 
across the globe would see 
critical aid programs cut if 
the US government does not 
negotiate a solution to avert 
the disastrous cuts and tax in¬ 
creases. 

"We know there's going to 
be cuts," he said, referring to 
expected budget slashing as 
the US works to reduce its 
ballooning deficit. 

"But not cuts that cost 
lives." 


$40.4 million Kline work 
sets record at Christie's 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A can¬ 
vas of violent black brush¬ 
strokes by abstract 
expressionist Franz Kline sold 
for $40.4 million at Christie's 
in New York on Wednesday, 
setting a new record by far for 
the artist. 

The result was four times 
higher than the previous high 
auction price for Kline, whose 
works have tended to be over¬ 
shadowed by those of more 
famous abstract artists like 
Mark Rothko. 

Appraisers had estimated 
the painting, which is untitled, 
would sell for between $20 
million and $30 million. 

The sale was one of a 
string of strong results at the 
Christie's contemporary art 
auction in Manhattan, a night 
after rival Sotheby's held a 
blockbuster sale netting $375 
million, a record for the com¬ 
pany in a single auction. 

Andy Warhol's "Statue of 
Fiberty" sold for $43.76 mil¬ 
lion at Christie's, while an¬ 


other Warhol, "Marlon," 
which depicts the actor Mar¬ 
lon Brando in familiar brood¬ 
ing pose, sold for $23.7 
million, above the high end of 
the pre-sale estimate. 

Jeff Koons' sculpture 
"Tulips," featuring his trade¬ 
mark shiny, colored metal, 
fetched $33.7 million, while a 
Roy Fichtenstein, "Nude with 
Red Shirt," sold for $28 mil¬ 
lion, far above the $ 18 million 
high estimate. 

Another home-run for 
Christie's was an untitled 
Jean-Michel Basquiat work 
that went for $26.4 million, 
while Rothko's "Black Stripe 
(Orange, Gold and Black)," 
went for $21.4 million, just 
above the high estimate. 

Gerhad Richter's "Abstrak- 
tes Bild (779-2)," estimated at 
$12-18 million, sold for $ 15.3 
million. 

However, another Richter 
that had been estimated at $9- 
12 million and another at $ 10- 
15 million were among the 
works that failed to sell.

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Track designer predicts 
Austin thriller 


PRAGUE (AFP) - The Czech 
Republic's Radek Stepanek 
and Spain's David Ferrer will 
open the action at the Davis 
Cup final here, following 
Thursday's draw. 

Ferrer, the world number 
five and Spain's top player in 
Prague, will face 37th-ranked 
Stepanek at 4:00 pm (1500 
GMT) on Friday on the hard- 
court of Prague's 02 Arena. 

After that meeting, world 
number six and Czech num¬ 
ber one Tomas Berdych will 
take on Spain's Nicolas Al- 
magro, the world number 11. 

"I prefer David to start be¬ 
cause of his experience," 
Spain captain Alex Corretja 
told reporters. "He has played 
more finals" than Almagro.” 

Ferrer, who has won six 
out of his nine games against 
Stepanek, predicted a tough 
tie, similar to their five-setter 
in 2009 when Spain thrashed 
the Czechs 5-0 in the Davis 
Cup finals. 

"It was an amazing match 
and this time it's going to be 
similar. I'll have to play my 
best tennis to beat him," said 
the 30-year-old Ferrer. 

Spain have won three 
Davis Cup trophies in the last 
four years, and they also won 
the competition in 2000 and 
2004. 


Czechoslovakia, which 
split peacefully into the 
Czech Republic and Slovakia 
in 1993, won the Davis Cup 
in 1980 with a team led by 
the then 20-year-old Ivan 
Fendl. 

Stepanek said he might 
ask Fendl for advice before 
the game with Ferrer as 
Fendl coaches Andy Murray, 
whose encounters with the 
Spaniard are more frequent. 

"I might have a question. 
But I have played an awful 
lot of games against Ferrer," 
Stepanek said. 

"I know Ferrer is a big 
fighter, you really have to 
earn your points against 
him," he added. 

As if to retaliate for the 
heavy clay chosen by Spain 
for the 2009 finals in 
Barcelona, the Czechs have 
opted for a superfast No- 
vacrylic Ultracushion hard- 
court. 

Ferrer admitted earlier this 
week he was not very happy 
with the court, but then de¬ 
cided Spain had "a very good 
team to play very good tennis 
on this type of surface." 

The 3 3-year-old Stepanek 
was more enthusiastic. 

"I will try to use the sur¬ 
face to play my aggressive 
tennis," he said. 


"It's our second final 
against the same rival in 
different conditions, we 
will want to make this 
work to our advantage." 

Berdych said the game 
might be less demanding 
on a hardcourt than on 
clay, but added that the 
fast-serving Almagro 
might benefit from the 
surface too. 

"He has a few weapons 
that can be unpleasant on 
this surface, including his 
serve," he said. 

"The rubber will be 
terribly hard," said 
Berdych, adding that he 
was looking forward to play¬ 
ing in front of a crowd of al¬ 
most 14,000. 

"The crowds are an unof¬ 
ficial part of the team and 
they always help us a lot. 
This is why you play tennis," 
said Berdych, who has so far 
beaten Almagro eight times 
in 11 encounters.

AUSTIN, Texas (AFP) - The 
new Circuit of the Americas 
that hosts this weekend's po¬ 
tentially decisive United 
States Grand Prix will be one 
of the biggest challenges of 
the season for the drivers and 
teams. 

That is the view of track 
designer Hermann Tilke, who 
says he believes the track's 
spectacular layout will not be 
easy to conquer and will en¬ 
sure thrills for the spectators. 

The circuit is newly de¬ 
signed and built for this Sun¬ 
day's showdown as 
defending champion German 
Sebastian Vettel of Red Bull 
bids to become the sport's 


on Friday because she did not 
feel well.

Vonn, who has won four 
of the past five women's 
downhill season crowns, had 
hoped to compete against 
men at Fake Fouise, Alberta, 
on November 24.

Tilke, however, thinks that 
the venue's configuration - 
which includes a dramatic 
rising blind apex at Turn One 
and cambered high-speed 
sections - will be a dramatic 
challenge. 

"I think there are some 
real difficult parts of this 
track, and hopefully it will be 
one of the most challeng¬ 
ing,"said Tilke. 

"Turn 1 goes steeply up¬ 
hill and then the elevation 
turns sharply into a downhill 
sector, so the drivers will not 
see the apex of the corner. It 
will be blind. 

"I expect in first practice 
the drivers will make many 
mistakes, but they are so 
good they will learn it 
quickly because they are the 
best in the world. 

"After Turn 1 there is a 
'snake'section, which is very 
fast and orientation will be 
difficult for the drivers.The 
track also goes up and down, 
and there is also one corner 
which is banked the wrong 
way (adverse camber). 

"For the drivers it will be 
hard, it will be difficult to set 
up the car and it will be tough 
to keep the tyres running cor¬ 
rectly too. That could mean 
there are more problems with 
the tyres, which will be good 
for the race."

York Mets knuckleball 
pitcher R.A. Dickey capped a 
storybook season by being 
named the National League's 
Cy Young Award winner on 
Wednesday.

Tampa Bay Rays south¬ 
paw David Price captured Cy 
Young honors in the Ameri¬ 
can League as the three-time 
All-Star compiled a 20-5 
record with 205 strikeouts 
and a league-best 2.56 earned 


run average. 

"I am speech¬ 
less," Dickey said. 
"But now that I 
have had time to re¬ 
flect on it, it is fun 
to win an award you 
can celebrate with 
so many people. 
This is an award to 
be shared." 

The 38-year-old 
Dickey finished 
first on 27 of 32 ballots as he 
easily defeated runner-up 
Clayton Kershaw of the Los 
Angeles Dodgers. 

Dickey, who had not won 
more than 11 games in a sea¬ 
son previously in his nine- 
year career, finished with a 
20-6 record and 
a 2.73 earned 
run average. 

He also be¬ 
came the first 
pitcher in the 
history of Major 
League Baseball 
to throw one-hit 
complete games 
with 10 or more 
strikeouts in two 
consecutive 
starts. He accomplished the 
feat over five days in mid- 
June. 

Dickey is the Mets' first 
20-game winner since Frank 
Viola in 1990. He previously 
had bounced around four dif¬ 
ferent organizations — Texas, 
Milwaukee, Minnesota and 


Qatar to bid for 2024 Olympics 


DOHA (AFP) - Doha will 
make a fresh bid to bring the 
Olympics to the Middle East 
for the first time in 2024, 
having missed out on the 
2020 Games. 

Gas-rich Qatar, named as 
surprise host for the 2022 
football World Cup, failed to 
make the short-list for the 
2020 Games, leaving 
Madrid, Tokyo and Istanbul 
in the running as the leading 
candidates. 

Qatar ranked high in terms 
of technical ability in its bid 


for the 2020 Games, and also 
offered a degree of certainty 
in uncertain economic times. 

But it has one insurmount¬ 
able problem that hampers 
any bid — the harsh climate. 

Temperatures in the Gulf 
country can soar to a blister¬ 
ing 45 degrees Celsius (113F) 
in July and August when the 
Games are usually held. 

The IOC granted Doha's 
bid the rare exception to pos¬ 
sibly host the Games in Oc¬ 
tober and November, when 
the weather is cooler.

Dickey is also the first 
knuckleballer to win the 
award. 

"To say that a knuckle¬ 
baller won the Cy Young, 
maybe it brings some real va¬ 
lidity to what the pitch can 
do," Dickey said. 


In one of the closest votes 
in AL history, Price edged out 
Detroit's Justin Verlander by 
just four points. 

The 27-year-old Tampa 
Bay ace was first on 14 of the 
28 ballots placed and second 
on 13 others. 

Price, who broke into the 
majors in 2008, finished sec¬ 


ond to Seattle's Felix Hernan¬ 
dez in the 2010 AL Cy Young 
race after going 19-6 with a 
2.72 ERA. 

He pitched seven innings 
or more in 23 of his 31 starts 
this season and allowed two 
earned runs or fewer in 23 
games.
